Wells in the desert area hereabouts 
all yield an abundance of pure water, 
and it seems that drillers are success­ 
ful in striking water wherever they 
drill. Some years ago the Desert Inn 
put down a deep well to be drawn 011 
only in case of emergency. The well 
netted a heavy flow of excellent wa­ 
ter. but it has never been needed due 
to the adequate supply from the Palm 
Springs Water Company. 
The same results were obtained at 
the Deep Well Guest 
Ranch, the 
Smoke Tree Ranch, and in the Araby 
Tract. The date ranches east of town 
all have good wells, and the Cathedral 
City Water Company supplies a large 
popuation from its wells. More recent­ 
ly a good supply of water was obtained 
in the well drilled for the sewage 
treatment plant two miles east of the 
Field Club. 
The latest well to be drilled wajs at 
the mouth of Bradley Canyon, by Ray­ 
mond Cree. The well will yield suf­ 
ficient water for domestic use for the 
entire section of land to be served 
from that source. 
In the Edom area a number of wells 
have been put down, and Alplionso 
Bell has planted hundreds of acres to 
alphalfa. a crop that requires more 
water than any other for weekly ir­ 
rigations. 


Sewer Connections 
Must Be Made in 
90 Days; N ew Law 


All house connections with the sew­ 
er on property abutting the sewer 
lines must be made within 90 days af­ 
ter completion of the sewer main, ac­ 
cording to Ordinance No. 4 of the 
Palm Springs Sanitary District, pub­ 
lished on another page of this issue. 
Every property owner should read the 
ordinance. 
All new buildings must be connect­ 
ed with the sewer at the time of con­ 
struction. 
The ordinance, which pertains only 


to property abutting streets or alleys 
in which there are sewer mains, pro­ 
vides further: 
All cesspools or septic tanks must 
be abandoned, and no new ones may 
be constructed. 
For violation of the ordinance, the 
penalty is not more than $100 fine or 
imprisonment of not more than 30 
days, or both; and each day that the 
violation is committed shall be deem­ 
ed a separate offense.

2500 Acres May 
Be Subdivided by 
Raskob Associates 


Several months ago The Desert Sun 
was the first newspaper to announce 
the sale, by Raymond Cree and associ 
ates, of 2500 acres of desert land north 
of Garnet, and stated at the time that 
the names of the purchasers could not 
be divulged. 
This week this newspaper can state 
that the buyers are Desert Highlands. 
Inc., a new corporation, headed by 
John J. Raskob, vice-president of Gen­ 
eral Motors and prominent in the Du­ 
pont de Nemours and other industrial 
and political organizations. Others in­ 
terested in the corporation are Dr. 
Frank Chandler of Mentone, former 
Palm Springs resident, and Raymond 
Cree. 
Engine re of Ihe utility companies 
are now making a survey of the prop­ 
erty. with the aim of establishing the 
cost of putting all wires underground 
so as to make it unnecessary to have 
unsightly poles oil the property when 
t ie subdivided. 
It is said the plans include di iding 
‘he property into large estates front­ 


ing on wide tree-lined boulevards, 
and all the property to he restricted 
to single dwellings only, with archi­ 
tectural, race, and price restrictions. 
It le rumored that the property may 
be subdivided next season. 
The property includes three moun­ 
tain canyons, thus insuring an ade­ 
quate supply of water. The Colorado 
river aqueduct also crosses the upper 
part of the large tract, and it is be­ 
lieved aqueduct water could he obtain­ 
ed if desired, by eimplv uniting with 
the Metropolitan Water District. 
The property is located 12 miles 
north of Paint Springs. Raymond Cree 
owned 1700 acres of it, and W. P. An­ 
derson 800 aeree. 
Mr. Cree, who has acquired large 
tracts of desert land during the past 
15 years, has sold considerable acre­ 
age this season. Miss Lola I-Iotaling 
purchased 640 aeree: Al Wertheimer 
•turchased 640 acres near his Dunes 
'luh; 1360 acres were bought by Los
